The Air We Breathe 


Air is a mixture of gases, mainly 


nitrogen and oxygen; of these, the 
former supplies nearly four fifths of 
the total, observes a writer in Lon- 
don Answers Magazine. There is a 
layer of air extending nearly 200 
miles bcjond the surface of the 
earth, but at great heights it be- 
comes extremely rarefied Thus air- 
men who wish to fly to high alti- 
tudes must carry a supply of oxy- 
gen. Although we are not auarc of 
it, the air which surrounds us has a 
definite weight. At sea level a cubic 
yard of air \\eighs more than U\o 
pounds. Air is essential to all forms 
of life 
If there wore no air in the 


water oJ streams, pondi, etc , there 
would be no life in them. Although 
air has a definite weight, we do not 
feel it, because it acts inside as 
well as outside our bodies, and so 
"strikes a balance."

, AH Plants Depend Upon 


Leaves to Produce Food 


Plant leaves form a direct link be- 


tween nature's storehouses of food 
elements and the food requirements i 
of plant and animal life. All ani- 
mals are dependent on plants either 
directly or indirectly for their food, 
and plants depend upon their leaves 
to make food out of raw materials, j 


Plants make many uses of the 


products they manufacture, the uses 
varying greatly with the kind of 
plant The foods may be made into 
wood, gums, resins, flowers, fruits, 
or seeds. They may be stored away 
as starches or sugars to serve some 
future need of the plant or to be 
used in the growth of new plants. 


Ten chemical elements are re- 


quired by plants in this process, 
notes a writer in the Chicago Trib- 
une. They are carbon, oxygen, hy- 
drogen, nitrogen, calcium, sulphur, 
iron, potassium, phosphorus, and 
magnesium. A few others usually 
arc found, but most plants seem to 
grow without them. Nature makes 
ample provision for the two that 
come from the air—carbon and oxy- 
gen. 
Soils often are deficient in 


nitrogen, phosphorus, snd potas- 
sium and sometimes calcium and 
sulphur. These are added to the

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Now Is Time to 


Fight the Rats 


Ithaca, N. Y.—Late October 


and early November Is the best 


time for united action against 
rats, according to Dr. W. J. Ham- 
ilton, Jr., of the New York state 
college of agricultrue. Every ef- 
fort is needed, he says, because 
rats are among the wisest and 
wiliest of all animals. 
\ 
well-marked 
semi-annual 


movement has been noted in rats. 
During late fall, after a few hard 
frosts, they move from the fields 
and ditches to the barnyard and 
\ illage residences to pass the win- 
ter. In the spring many of them 
return to the fields. 


Most practical and lasting re- 


sults of rat repression are gained 
through a campaign to rat-proof 
all buildings. Dr. Hamilton says. 
Poisoning, 
gassing, 
blocking, 


trapping, and other measures give 
only temporary relief. 


"Too much emphasis can not 


be placed on the cunning and re- 
bourcefulness of rats^. Any cam- 
paign against rats should start 
with poison, gas, or by blocking; 
never with traps. 


"Poisoning is the most prac- 


tical and efficient way to destroy 
the rodents, but the right amount 
must be thoroughly used with an 
attractive bait. Fresh fruits make 
good 
baits. 
Melons, 
tomatoes, 


pumpkins, cherries, bananas, ap- 
ples, and green corn are excellent. 
Pie crust and pumpkin seeds are 
acceptable, and have been the last 
earthly meal of scores of rats." 


On "rat-infested premises, fumi- 


gants have value if enough con- 
centration of gas can be obtained, 
says the Cornell zoologist. 
Cal- 


cium cyanide is the most widely 
used of these gases. 
Upon ex- 


posure to air it gives off the dead- 
ly hydrocyanic, or prussic, acid 
gas. 
The gas must be used with 


great care, for it is deadly to all 
animal life; and its use with a 
dusting pump is more efficient. 


Greatest advantage of this gas 


is its ease of application. In the 
burrows of the rats, about the 
poultry yard, in fills, hedgerows, 
banks, and garbage dumps, under 
flooring, accumulation of lumber, 
hay, and straw, it has no equal, 
says Dr. Hamilton. 


"Rat-proofing 
oE 
buildings, 


however, is the only effective way 
to exclude rats from their food 
supply. 
Where food is lacking, 


rats will not live permanently."

Experimenting with cherries he 


grafted a limb of a black wild cher- 
ry tree to a garden variety. The 
grafted limb bore choke cherries.

the United States' imports; oil of 
cassia and licorice, which are used 
as flavoring; cassia, the bark of 
' which is ground into spice and used 
under the name of 'Chinese cinna- 
mon'; cayenne pepper, mustard 
seed, anise seed, and edible oils 
used for salads, cooking, in making 
butter substitutes, such as peanut 
oil. 
Only four decades ago an 


American missionary 
introduced 


the peanut into China, and now 
that country is the second most im- 
portant source of peanut oil im- 
ported into the United States. 


"Most important Item of the Chi- 


na-to-America food trade, however, 
is the egg, a major money crop 
worth almost two million dollars an- 
nually. There are more chickens 
in China than there are Chinese. Chi- 
na is the world's greatest egg ex- 
porter, having almost a monopoly 
on supplies of egg yolk and egg 
white dried or frozen separately.

I rung oil, and bring back million-dol- 
flar cargoes, the United States is 
inot entirely dependent on China for 
'this important ingredient of paints, 
varnishes, and waterproofing and 
insulating materials. In six south- 
ern states tung tree plantations last 
year supplied one-sixtieth, of our 
tung oil needs.

"Furs, for which China annually 


collects the second largest bill from 
the United States importers, supply 
American coat makers with several 
million weasel, lamb, kid, kolinsky, 
and sheep skins. One of the fur 
trader's best friends is the Chinese 
dog, 
66,000 ot which in one year 


gave their thick dark coats to keep 
Americans warm. 


"Second only to India is China's 


share of soft kid and goat skin im- 
ported to make dainty slippers and 
fine gloves, A by-product which 
supports a major industry is bris- 
tles of the lowly North China hog, 
which Americans use in brushes for 
every purpose—hair and nail, shav- 
ing and paint. The stiff white tips 
are sterilized and bleached for 
tooth brushes. Another by-product 
in which China leads is feathers 
for bedding. 


"Both cotton and wool are im- 


ported from China because the ori- 
ental varieties are suitable for wool 
carpets and light cotton blankets.

Bronze Used by Romans 


in Their Early Plows 


Plows used by the early Romans 


had a detachable pole, held to the 
beam by wooden pegs. The share 
was lashed in place by thongs. The 
outline ot the forked tree remained, 
but the tree itself has been re- 
placed by separate parts fashioned 
by craftsmen. 


Later Romans applied to the plow 


their highly developed artistry in I 
bronze and iron, according to a 
writer in the Rural New-Yorker. 
These metals had been discovered 
in the East some 4,000 years ear- 
lier—the discovery of bronze and j 
the invention of writing roughly CO- j 
incide and mark the beginning of | 
the historic period, only 5,000 or j 
6,000 years ago; iron came about . 
1,000 years later than bronze. The : 


Romans made shares and mold- i 
boards of. metal and added a wheel j 
—from 
the 
warrior's chariot—to i 


control and regulate the depth of | 
plowing. 


The ancient Spanish plow shows 


an early stage in the development 
ot the modern moldboard. 
Until 


the moldboard came the plow mere- 
ly gashed the soil to permit the plac- 
ing of seeds. Afterward it became 
a tillage implement also and took 
on its complex function of pulver- 
izing, mixing, aerating and invert- 
ing the earth, exposing it to the 
weather and releasing new fertility, i 


The early English plows had ! 


conical points that dug rather than j 
sheared through the soil. Such a 
plow was patented by Joseph Fol- 
jambe of Yorkshire in 1720. 
By. 1763 


Scottish plows were made entirely 
of metal, the moldboard of casi i 
iron, the share, beam, handles and j 
coulter of cast iron. The share was j 
narrow and the turned furrow had an ! 
inverted V-shape. The top of the 
furrow was not crumbled and the 
plow was not required to pulverize 
the soil. Seed, broadcast by hand, 
rolled down into the grooves between 
the lapping furrows, to be easily 
covered by the drags or wooden 
harrows that followed. This custom 
set the standard for plowing in Eng- 
land and it is still popular there.
